Paradox — Our Party, But the Other Party's Words 


The South American Sway 


• 
The baffling paradox of the American political scene in 


1940, whose scrambled issues have made mince-meat out of 
party lines, is nowhere better illustrated than by the speech that 
President J. W. Fulbright of the University of Arkansas made at 


, Fort Smith Friday. I presume President Fulbright might be 
,fioosely described as an advocate of American intervention in 


Europe, while I am quite certain this newspaper is a dyed-in-the- 
wool isolationist—but I'll say this for our university president: 
He has spoken frequently and boldly—and that is the duty of 
every informed person today as the debate on national policy 


^gathers headway. 
Should England be destroyed, says 


-©President Fulbrighl, the only hope for 


the United States "is to proceed to 
consolidate the Western Hemisphere 
under our control." 


"It is an empty dream," he con- 


tinues, "to believe that the South 
American nations, already with 
large German and Italian popula- 
tions, will co-operate with us sim- 
ply for the sake of democracy. 
Their economic interest will dictate 
their policies as it has always done, 
and if we are to influence them it 
must be by a firm control of their 
political and economic life. 


"Many will suy that this is n 


complete reversal of our traditional 
policy, but we have stood idly by 
and watched our traditional world 
crumble about us, and we must 
change our traditional policy" 
President Fulbright is simply saying 


that our "Good Neighbor" policy must 
carry a gun—making South American 
nations good neighbors for the United 
States, as well as the original inter- 
pretation,.that the United States should 
be a good neighbor to them. 


And this is true in the light of world 


facts today. 


For as anyone knows who has stud- 


ied the history of Argentina and 
•Brazil, the former was heavily settled, 
with Germans and the latter with 
Italians—and those two largest coun- 
tries of South America must remain 
uncertain factors in United States 
policies today because, unlike our own 
country, the European populations in 
South America, confronted by vast 
numbers of colored citizens in the in- 
terior, have retained, their original 
identity. 


But here is the paradox: It was al- 


ways the Republicans who had to 
bear the charge of advocating "Dollar 
Diplomacy" in Central and South 
America—yet this same policy is being

J. W. Fulbright of the University of 
Arkansas declared Friday that if Eng- 
land falls before the armed might of

adopted by a Republican convention 
(The 1912 Democratic platform urged 
a single-term limitation, But the De- 
mocrats forgot it in World War year 
1916). 


Never Sought Before 


A Roosevelt candidacy would be 


the first clear-cut challenge of the 
anti-third term tradition. No other 
President has sought a third con- 
secutive term. Grant had served two 
full terms, but there was an inter- 
vening administration 
before 
his 


third—and unsuccessful—bid for the 
nomination. 


In Teddy Roosevelt's case there 


not only was an intervening term 
—Taft's—but T. R. also had 
been 


3'/a years, followed elevation from 
the vice presidency after McKinlcy's 
assassination in 1901. 


Although a Franklin Roosevelt re- 


nomination would be history-making, 
a "do not choose to run" statement 
by him at this late stage would be 
more of a political sensation than 
his defiance,-of the precedent Reason: 
Republican and Democratic politics, 
and a large majority of the pub- 
lic, have assumed for some time that 
he had decided to take a "draft" 
nomination.

Another school—and I belong to it- 


warns against underrating Europe's 
war machines and the economic prob- 
lems which have set those machines in 
action. This school of thought doubts 
whether the United States, rich and 
powerful as it is, has wealth and 
strength enough to help the whole 
world. This school of thought believes 
we might have economic allies abroad 
to keep the war as far away from us as 
possible, but believes our fighting 
plans should be restricted severely to 
the Western Hemisphere. This school 
of thought remembers, gravely, whal 
disaster 
might have fallen swiftly 


upon Great Britain had she been 
sucked into that far-away Norwegian 
campaign on any heavier scale than 
she was. 


Finally, this school of thought be- 


lieves that rich and powerful nations 
are happy and peaceful, and poor anc 
weak nations are miserable and al- 
ways at war 
. Our prune duty i 


to conserve America's wealth, utilizing 
it to build arms and trade for our own 
country—not dissipating it abroad.

CHICAGO—Sixty 
carpenters 
have 


made Chicago Stadium shipshape for 
the storm of Democrats expected for 
the national convention, which opens 
July 15. 


They've built a 70-by-40 foot stage in 


the indoor amphitheater. The build- 
ing, 300 by 266 feet, has seats for 23,000 
persons. Delegates and alternates will 
require only 2,000 seats or so. That'll 
leave plenty for sightseers. 


Sixteen major nominating conclaves 


have met in Chicago in the last 80 
years. Oliver A. Quaylc, Jr., treasur- 
er of the national committee, predicts 
this year's convention will be the larg- 
est ever held anywhere. He forecasts 
five days of deliberations. 


The sights, the shows, the cafes and 


amusements are- planning to enter- 
tain 500,000 visitors, and it's calculated 
they'll spend 51,500,000. After exper- 
ience in handling a world's fair and 
an American Legion convention, when 
Chicago catered to up to 400,000 guests, 
no scarity of quarters''is anticipated, 
A special tarffic route to the stadium 
is planned. Mayor Kelly named a 
committee to supervise decorations and 
information bureaus.

Gen. Rafael San- 
chez Tapia, leader of the Center, was 
credited with 14,046 votes. 


Counting was completed Friday but 


official announcement of the outcome 
was not expected until September 
when the returns are presented to 
Congress for approval. 


Almazan's followers have made no 


figures public, but claim an over- 
whelming victory. They insisted he 
won and that the ballots when they 
cast at separate polling places should 
be counted, because they were pre- 
vented from visiting regular voting 
booths. They set up their own tabu- 
lation centers Thursday, saying "im- 
ported gunmen" kept them from at- 
tending official tabulation places.

Food Is Predicted 


Doctor 
Forecasts 


Apartments Will 


Have Gardens

jungle In the home of Dr. W. F. 
Gerlcke forecasts a day when even 
the most cooped-up apartment dwel- 
ler may have a garden. 


It's another step in the • develop- 


ment of "hyroixinics," the scientists' 
widely advertised system of growing 
plants in water. 


In his home here, Dr. Gericke has 


a series of standardized growing basins 
resembling anything from a sauce- 
pan to a suitcase. 


As in outdoor water-culture, 
the 


unit consists of a tank to hold water 
and a wire-fesh tray to hold the plant 
The wire is covered with vegetable 
fiber—shredded red wood bark right 


—to support seeds and growing 


stalks. 


The roots grow down into the water. 


About once a month the grower pours 
in powdered chemicals that supply 
nutrients plants normally would ob- 
tain from soil, 


Gcrcike is cultivating some 30 kinds 


of plants, some edible, some orna- 
mental, studying their development 
and apparent needs. All the plants 
arc doing well. 


"It appears physiologically passible 


to grow any field, vegetable or floral 
crop without soil.r says 
Gericke. 


"But With some the cost of equip- 
ment or of chemicals precludes econ- 
omic production. 


"Crops like potatoes and tomatoes 


Which are composed predominantly 
of water, can be grown economical- 
ly, nnd that appears true of various 
floral crops." 


When Gericke announced his ex 


periment-s in 1938 he told of heavy 
bearing tomato vines 20 feet tal 
giant, tobacco plants and . potatoc 
growing so thickly they 
crowded 


each other, with one crop succeed 
ing another immediately. 


Curious gardeners believed the sc 


cret must lie in a closely guarde 
chemical formula. But in a book h 
has just published Gericke says th 
ingredients ore ten common chemical 
—and that the real secret of succcs 
is correct procedure.

The authority will be asked when 
congress reconvenes after the Demo- 
cratic national convention. 


Stephen Early, presidential secre- 


tary, said four divisions, seven anti- 
aircraft regiments, and an undeter- 
mined number of harbor defense regi- 
ments would be called. One division, 
he said, will come from New York and 
New Jersey, a second from Tennessee 
and the Carolinas, a third from New 
Mexico, Oklahoma, Arizona and Colo- 
radio, and the fourth from Oregon, 
Washington, Montana and Idaho. 


Once their training is completed, he 


said, consideration will be given to 
the question of extending the train- 
ing to oilier guard units. The train- 
ing will be designed to familiarize 
guardsmen with modern weapons and 
military practices and is expected also 
to fit them for training the thousands 
of conscripts who will be called to ser- 
vice if congress enacts a compulsory 
military training law. 


The divisions mentioned by Early are 


the 44th, 30th, 45th and 41st. A War 
Department spokesman said their se- 
lection was tentative. If congress ap- 
proves the plan, he said, the question 
of which units to call will be re- 
examined. For instance, he explained, 
the 30th Division normally would train 
at Camp Jackson, S. C., but the regular 
army's training might not permit use 
of that post. In that event, he said, 
a different division might be selected.
